LONDON,  (INS) — Soviet  offic- 
ials in  both  Moscow  and  London 
today  denied,  indirectly  but 
firmly,  unconfirmed  reports  of 
a Soviet  attempt  to  launch  a 
man  into  space. 

A SPOKESMAN  for  the  state 
committee  on  cultural  relations, 
which  deals  with  newsmen’s 
queries  in  Moscow,  said:  “If  the 
report  were  true  it  would  be  in 
the  Soviet  press.” 

The  rumors  apparently  origin- 
ated in  Moscow  diplomatic  cir- 
cles. They  were  to  the  effect  that 
Soviet  scientists  rocketed  a man 
186  miles  up  within  the  past 
few  days  and  that  he  parachuted 
safely  to  earth. 

The  Soviet  press  and  radio 
were  silent  on  the  reports  and 
correspondents  were  barred 
by  censors  from  filing  lengthy 
stories.
